AN ACCOUNT of tlie respeolive Periods at ».hieh the Dues, Chasges, or Fees of the 
Coal Meters in DuBLis were first levied, and at what Periods respectively they have 
been increased, until they reach the specific Sums at which they now stand. 



THE time when those Wages were first levied is too remote to be now ascertained, but it may 
have been long prior to the year ,45. ; the first regulation that can be found for ascertainin' 
same is by authority of »» Entry m an ancient Journal of the Guild of Merchants, dated 
.Iidsummer 30 Henry 6, which fixed the wages for measuring every 1 2 gallons of coals at the 
price of (not now easily intelligible but supposed to be) one fartliing, which would amount to 
much more than the present wages. 

This Bye-law of the Guild was confirmed by a Charter from King Henry the 6th, also by 
a Charter from Queen Ehzabeth, both by authority of Parliament, which gave the Guild full 
power to make such new Bye-laws as to them should seem expedient 



The Coal Meters wages fixed at two-pence per ton by authority of the Guild, bv a Bve-Iaw 
dated 14th January 1677. ^ ’ 



The wages were raised to three-pence per ton, by authority of.tbe Guild, on 1 3th January 1704 
and this was necessarily done, in order to afford remuneration to an increased number of fifteen 
new Coal Metere, then found indispensable to be appointed to attend to the Coal Shipping, in 
order to do justice to the public, and to prevent delays in the delivery of Coals to purchasers!' 

The Meters wages were increased to four-pence per ton by authority of the- Guild, on the 
16th April 1798, which the Guild were induced to allow on account of the inadequacy of the 
wages of three-pence per ton to support them and their families, and in consequence of the 
increased hours of their attendance. 



The last increase to six-pence per ton, being the present rate, and which is far less than the 
rate allowed in 1451, was allowed by authority of the said Guild of Merchants on the 12th July 
1802, being upwards of twenty years ago, upon consideration of the benefit that would arise to 
their fellow oitisens, from giving the Coal Meters such a remuneration as weuld prevent any 
collusion between them and the captains and masters of coal ships, by making them more in- 
dependent of such captains and masters, and also in consideration of the additional labour then 
put on the Coal Meters in keeping exact tally in writing of the discharge of every cargo ■ the 
consequence of this increase has been, that a more respectable class of citizens now fill the s’itna- 
tion of Coal Meters, strict justice is done to the public by their constant attention to the admea- 
surement of Coals, and His -Majesty's Revenue, and tile 'Wide Street Duties thereon, have been 
increased at least £. i a,ooo per annum.

I N obedience to jYmr Lordship’s reference of the 7th instant (March) to the Orders of 
the Honourable the House of Commons, bearing date the i8ih February last; riz. — 

“ Ordered, Hiat there be laid before this House, an Account of all Port Dues, Charges, 
“ or Fees, pakl to persons appointed by the Lord Mayor of Dubho, or Guild of 
“ Merchants, on all Vessels discharging Coals in tlw Port of Dublin, daring three 
“ years, ending January 1822, under the name of Fees or Gratuities to Master Coal 
“ Meters, or inspectors Fees for Coal Tubs, Lord Mayor’s Fees, Water Bailiffs Fees, 
“ Book-keeper's Fees, or otho- Fees, of whatever description, and fay wliMever other 
“ name designated, with the Name and Amount of Salary of Officer or Officers 
“ receiving or collecting the same ; distinguishing the Particulars of such Dues, 
“ Charges, or Fees, to what purpose applied, and under what law or authority levied.” 



“ Ordered, That there be laid before this House, an Account of the respective Periods 
“ at which the Dues, Charges, or Fees mentioned above, w'ere first levied, and at 
wf«t Periods respectively they have been increased, until they reached the specific 
“ Sums at which they now stand.” 

We beg leave to submit, that the sum of seven shillings and threepence-hali’penny (Irish 
currency) has been paid into the Clerk of the Ships entries to our account, on all Vessels dis- 
charging Coals in the Port of Dublin, during three years, ending January 1822, amounting in 
the whole to the sum of £. 1,74^* 9* !• (that is to say ;) for the year ending January 1820, 
£.610. 6. 5f ; for the year ending JanuaryiSei, £.547. 15. if.; and for tlie year ending 
January 1822, £. 588. 7. 6.; for which we are bound, under severe and heavy responsibilities, 
to provide each ship, during the discharge of its cargo, with two sufficient legal measures, to 
enable the Coal Meters to protect the public purchasers of Coals from fraud and imposition.

We presume, that five shUlings and eight-pence of the above-mentioned seven shillings and 
threepence-halfpenny is levied under regulations, made and provided by the Corporation of the 
City of Dublin, in virtue of its chartered rights ; we only know the charge to have existed with 
the Charter. The remaining one shilling and seven-pence hal^enny was a voluntary addition, 
made by the commanders of all the vessels in the trade, in the year t8oo, upon a full conviction 
of the inadequacy of the existing remuneration to the duties and expenses of the Water Bailiffs. 
We found the charge consolidated and established with the former charge on our coming into 
ofBce, and it has continued so, and been paid so, cheerfully and without a single murmur since. 

We beg leave further to, submit, that the expenditure attendant on this ancient establishment, 
useful and absolutely necessary as it is, reduces the remuneration for responsibility, and for con- 
stant care and personal attendance, of at least one of us, very much ; under an arrangement 
of the Corporation, the' collection of the charges on vessels discharging Coals in the Port of 
Dublin, has been consigned to the Clerk of the Ships Entries in the Port, at a per centage ; 
the per centage on our proportion amounted to £.174. 10. 3. in the three years. The rent of 
an office, a yard, and store for the period, the materials for additional and new measures, to 
supply the place of damaged and cast ones, and to meet in the most prompt manner all 
applications ; the constant employ of one, and occasional employ of other coopers, with 
other incidental expenses, amount to £.349. 1. 7. making in the whole, £.523. 11. 10. and 
leaving a net Balance of £. 1,222. 17. 3. or on an average, £.200 per year, or thereabouts, 
for each of us.
